Sec. 7. If it appears to the commander-in-chief, on
representation of the commanding officer of a regiment,
brigade, or division, that a company of uniformed militia
has failed to comply with the requisitions of law in mat-
ters of equipment and discipline, so that it is incapacitated
to discharge the duties required of it, such company may
be dishanded by the commander-in-chief.
